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EDITORIALS— 

MOTHERS  AND  THE  WAR

THESE  are  the  days  that  try  the  hearts 
of  mothers.  In  nearly  every  country 
.of  the  world  mothers  are  sending  their  sons 
(and  border  still,  their  daughters  also)  away 
to  war.  Mothers  on  our  side  of  the  conflict 
feel  that  they  are  giving  their  all  to  a  cause 
that  is  worth  their  supreme  sacrifice.  With 
hearts  pierced  by  sorrow,  yet  made  strong 
with  courage,  they  send  their  sons  out  to 
battle  that  tyranny  and  oppression  may  be 
suppressed  and  the  world  made  free.  Other 
mothers  suffer  similar  sorrow  and,  though 
we  cannot  fathom  it,  probably  feel  that 
their  cause  is  as  just. 

The  sacrifice  these  mothers  make  is  be- 
yond our  power  of  realization.  No  one  but 
God  and  other  mothers  can  know  and  mea- 
sure the  love  of  a  mother.  Outside  the 
realm  of  divine  worship,  human  love  and 
devotion  finds  its  most  sublime  expression 
in  mother  love.  The  depth  of  that  love  is 
what  makes  so  keen  the  suffering  when  the 
loved  one  is  adversely  affected. 

If  we  could  but  realize  the  tenderness  of 
the  love  our  mothers  have  for  us  and  its  sus- 
ceptibility to  the  shafts  of  sorrow  we  too 
often  loose  upon  it,  those  piercing  darts 
would  oftener  give  place  to  fragrant  flowers. 
But  in  the  obtuseness  of  our  natures  and 
the  negligence  and  selfishness  of  our  hearts 
we  determine  to  live  our  own  lives  thinking 
"  it's  nobody's  business  but  mine."  Since 
Cain  slew  Abel  we  have  persistently  made 
our  "  best  friend  "  suffer  by  the  things  we 
wilfully  do.  Mother  Eve  sorrowed  for  the 
loss  of  Abel,  but  she  gr:eved  far  more  for 
Cain.  She  knew  Abel  was  gone  for  a  time, 
but  was  still  her  own  and  would  ever  be  so. 
The  uprightness  of  his  life  would  reflect 
glory  upon  her  forever.  Cain,  her  other 
son,  was  lost,  and  for  him  her  heart  was 
broken. 

Boys  in  the  army,  whether  you  are  18  or 
38,  remember  each  of  you  has  a  mother. 
Even  though  she  may  be  what  we  term  as 
dead,  yet,  she  still  lives  and  her  life  is 
wrapped  up  in  you.       By  your  way  of  life 


will  she  be  known  and  measured;  your  suc- 
cess will  be  hers;  honours  coming  to  you 
will  glorify  her.  Should  any  baseness  be 
your  part,  the  stain  and  the  stigma  that 
would  attach  and  cling  to  you  would  reflect 
on  her  in  magnified  form,  and  for  her  would 
change  the  halo  of  pride  to  a  cloud  of  shame 
and  sorrow. 

As  you  train  and  fight  and  work  and  play 
keep  in  the  vision  of  your  mind  and  the  con- 
science of  your  heart  your  mother.  If  what 
you  would  say  or '  do  would  shame  you  in 
her  presence,  turn  from  it  as  from  the 
plague.  Your  going  to  the  army  pained 

your  mother;  but,  heroine  that  she  is,  she 
"  took  it  on  the  chin."  If  you  will  come 
back  to  her  clean,  untainted  by  those  indul- 
gences which  pollute  and  degenerate — if 
you  remain  an  embodiment  of  those  stan- 
dards of  life  she  taught  you ;  then  her  sacri- 
fices will  be  transformed  to  sweetness. 

Mothers'  Day  and  Easter  come  close  to- 
gether. It  is  well  that  they  do.  Easter 
helps  us  to  realize  that,  come  what  will,  life 
goes  on.  Those  mothers  whose  sacrifices 
carries  through — for  whom  there  is  found 
no  ram  in  the  thicket,  will  find  unmeasured 
solace  and  sustaining  assurance  in  contem- 
plating an  association  with  those  they  love 
in  a  world  where  there  is  no  death — where 
there  is  no  war. 

Mary  who  looked  upon  her  Son  as  He 
suffered  for  hours  in  agony  on  the  Cross, 
later  saw  Him  triumphant  over  death  and 
the  tomb.

As  they  come 
and  go  in  the  generations  of  men,  God  help 
them  to  make  and  mould  in  the  finest  pat- 
tern of  life  the  men  and  women  of  the  now 
and  the  future;  may  He  make  them  to 
realize  that  that  is  their  primary  mission; 
and  may  He  give  them  abundant  joy  and 
recompense  in  so  doing.

"I  F  I  had  a  son.  ..." 

■  It  was  J.  Edgar  Hoover  speaking,  he 
who  heads  the  United  States  Federal 
Bureau  of  Investigation.  He  was  telling 
some  of  the  things  he  has  learned  about 
boys,  and  fathers,  and  homes,  in  the  long 
years  of  his  experience  in  handling  the 
cases  which  come  to  his  office. 

"  If  I  had  a  son,"  he  continued,  "I'd 
probably  be  frightened.  So  much  would 
depend  on  me:  I'd  feel  that  it  would  be 
my  fault  if  my  son  didn't  grow  up  to  be  a 
fine,  honest  man,  a  good  citizen  in  every 
sense  of  the  word.  If  I  couldn't  supply 
my  son  with  good  character  through  home 
training,  I'd  know  that  none  of  my  worldly 
ambitions  for  him  would  ever  be  realized. 

"  If  I  had  a  son  I  would  do  one  thing : 
I'd  tell  him  the  truth.  I'd  never  let  him 
catch  me  in  a  lie  because  I  wouldn't  tell 
him  any  lies.  I  wouldn't  skimp  the  truth 
either.  That  might  be  a  trial  at  times, 
for  little  boys  are  sometimes  very  inquisi- 
tive and  persistent.  If  I  couldn't  answer 
my  son's   questions,    I'd   say   so.  Then 

we'd  get  together  and  find  out. 

"  This  matter  of  truth  telling  is  doubly 
important  because  every  boy  is  a  hero- 
worshipper.  His  inclination  is  to  look  up 
to  his  father  as  head  of  the  house,  a  reposi- 
tory of  all  knowledge,  the  universal  pro- 
vider, the  righteous  judge.  He  cannot  do 
so  if  he's  continually  catching  his  father  in 
half  truths.  A  liar  is  a  weakling  and  a 
boy  admires  strength.  No  matter  how 
difficult,  I'd  tell  my  boy  the  truth. 


It's  certain  that  the  courageous  telling 
of  truth  is  a  character  builder.  If  my  son 
broke  a  rule  and  told  the  truth,  I  wouldn't 
punish  him,  but  if  he  tried  to  take  advan- 
tage of  me  by  covering  deliberate  mischief 
with  a  cloak  of  truth,  I'd  show  him  that's 
cheating  and  penalize  him  for  it.  He 
wouldn't  respect  me  if  I  did  anything  else. 
Each  year  a  parade  of  rogues  passes 
under  the  eyes  of  the  F.B.I.  They're  all 
alike  in  one  thing.       They  are  all  liars. 

The  whole  matter  of  good  citizenship 
revolves  around  the  simple  proposition  of 
honesty.  A  truthful  boy  is  an  honest  boy. 
And  an  honest  boy  grows  into  a  successful 
man.       A  thief  can't  be  truthful. 

"  If  I  had  a  son,  I'd  have  few  rules,  but 
they'd  be  enforced.  After  studying  literally 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  cases,  I've  been 
forced  to  the  conclusion  that  family  dis- 
cipline is  the  exception  rather  than  the  rule. 
Boys  don't  become  bad  overnight.  They 
get  away  with  little  things  because  the 
parents  are  too  careless  or  too  soft  to  punish 
them.  Presently  the  little  offences  become 
big  ones. 

"  Such  weak  and  careless  parents  should 
realize  that  when  their  children  go  astray  it 
hasn't  been  the  fault  of  the  children  but 
of  the  parents.  A  spoiled  boy  becomes  a 
spoiled  man.  Doting  parents  can't  protect 
him  from  the  hard  knocks  that  are  a  part 
of  life's  discipline.  He  goes  to  pieces  be- 
cause he  has  been  raised  under  a  glass. 

"  If  I  had  a  son,  I'd  try  to  be  a  pal  to

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Remember  The  Sabbath  Day 
And  Keep  It  Holy

"D  EMEMBER  the  Sabbath  day  to  keep 
■  *  it  holy.  Six  days  shalt  thou  labour 
and  do  all  thy  work,  but  the  seventh  day 
is  the  Sabbath  of  the  Lord  thy  God.  In  it 
thou  shalt  not  do  any  work,  thou  nor  thy 
son  nor  thy  daughter,  thy  manservant,  nor 
thy  maidservant,  nor  thy  cattle,  nor  thy 
stranger  that  is  within  thy  gates ;  for  in  six 
days  the  Lord  made  heaven  and  earth,  the 
sea,  and  all  that  in  them  is,  and  rested  the 
seventh  day  :  wherefore  the  Lord  blessed  the 
Sabbath  day,  and  hallowed  it."  (Exodus 
20:8-11.) 

Here  we  have  a  commandment  direct 
from  the  Lord  with  respect  to  our  behaviour 
on  His  holy  day  and  it  is  imperative,  if  the 
blessings  of  our  Heavenly  Father  are  to  con- 
tinue with  us,  that  we  keep  that  command- 
ment. 

I  realize  that  there  is  a  difference  of 
opinion  as  to  which  day  we  should  observe. 
Many  fine  people  with  whom  I  am 
acquainted  insist  that  Saturday  is  the  Sab- 
bath day,  which,  according  to  our  calendar, 
is  the  seventh  day  of  the  week.  But  many 
changes  have  been  made  in  our  calendar 
through  the  ages  and  it  is  a  fact  that  the 
New  Year  began  in  England  on  March  25 
prior  to  1752  but  was  changed  to  January 
1  in  1752.  In  Scotland  the  change  had 
previously  been  made  in  1600.  Through 
the  ages  changes  have  been  made  by  the 
Greeks  and  the  Bomans  and  to  this  very 
day  the  Bussian  calendar  is  different  from 
ours,  as  is  the  Jewish.  Additional  days 
have  been  added  to  some  months  and  taken 
from  others  and  according  to  Lio  Cassius, 
as  recorded  in  the  Encyclopedia  Britannica, 
the  Egyptian  week  commenced  with  Satur- 
day but  in  their  flight  from  Egypt  the  Jews, 
from  hatred  to  their  ancient  oppressors, 
made  Saturday  the  last  day  of  the  week, 
and  down  through  the  ages  the  Jews  have 
observed  that  day  as  their  Sabbath. 


One  of  my  friends  insists  "  that  the 
Sabbath  day  or  the  seventh  day  of  the 
week  should  be  observed  by  all  people  at 
the  same  time."  Inasmuch  as  the  world 
is  round,  of  course,  that  is  impossible. 
My  friend  refused  to  accept  anything  that 
man  may  have  done  with  respect  to  the 
Sabbath  day  and  yet  the  International 
Date-line,  man-made,  separates  Russia 
from  Alaska,  comes  south  running  east 
just  below  the  Hawaiian  Islands  and  then 
south  below  the  Manihik  Islands  ivhich 
are  east  of  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  and  yet, 
while  the  sun  comes  up  first  on  the  Mani- 
hik Islands,  it  is  one  day  later  than  the 
time  of  the  Hawaiian  Islands.  So  the 
people  of  the  Manihik  Islands  observe  a 
Sabbath  day  one  day  earlier  than  they  do 
on  the  islands  farther  west  in  Hawaii,  one 
place  where  they  could  observe  the  same 
day  were  it  not  for  the  International 
Date-line  as  the  sun  comes  up  at  prac- 
tically the  same  time  at  both  places. 
Man's  work  has  interfered,  it  seems. 
But  a  wonderful  thing  it  has  been  for  this 
old  world  of  ours  that  one  day  in  seven 
was  set  apart  as  a  day  of  rest. 
And  why  do  the  Jews  observe  Saturday 

as  their  Sabbath?     (Exodus  12  :  16-17.)    We 

read : 

And  in  the  first  day  there  shall  be  an 
holy  convocation  and  in  the  seventh  day 
there  shall  be  an  holy  convocation  to  you  : 
no  manner  of  work  shall  be  done — for  in 
this  selfsame  day  have  I  brought  your 
armies  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  therefore 
shall  ye  observe  this  day  in  your  genera- 
tion by  an  ordinance  forever." 
Also  in  Leviticus  23:7,  the  Lord  said  to 

Israel : 

In  the  first  day  ye  shall  do  no  servile 
work  therein." 
Likewise    in    Numbers    28:18,    we    read 

exactly  the  same  command. 
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I  wonder  if  it  could  have  been  a  fore- 
mention  of  that  which  was  to  come  in  the 
breaking  of  the  bonds  of  death  by  our 
Saviour.  Then  in  Deuteronomy  5:15  wc 
read  that  the  Lord  had  reasons  for  com- 
manding the  Jews  to  observe  the  Sabbath 
day  for  He  says : 

And  remember  that  thou  wast  a  servant 
in  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  that  the  Lord 
thy  God  brought  thee  out  thence  through 
a  mighty  hand  and  by  a  stretched  out 
arm :  therefore  the  Lord  thy  God  com- 
manded thee  to  keep  the  Sabbath  day/' 

Truly  it  is  a  beautiful  thing  that  the  Jews 
have  continued  to  observe  that  day  as  their 
Sabbath,  keeping  in  mind  their  deliverance 
from  Egypt.  But  remember,  he  who  gave 
the  law  also  reminded  them  of  the  difficul- 
ties they  should  encounter  if  they  did  not 
observe  the  law  and  live  in  accordance  with 
the  mind  and  will  of  our  Heavenly  Father. 
Penalties  were  to  be  imposed  and  speaking 
of  Israel  the  Lord  said  in  Hosea  2:11  : 

"  And  now  will  I  discover  her  lewdness 
in  the  sight  of  her  lovers,  and  none  shall 
deliver  her  out  of  mine  hand.     I  will  also 
cause   all  her   mirth   to   cease,    her  feast 
days,  her  new  moons  and  her  Sabbaths, 
and  all  her  solemn  feasts." 
All  these  sacred  things  were  to.  be  taken 
away  from  His  chosen  people  unless  they 
kept  His  commandments.       I  am  sure  that 
no  one  would  endeavour  to  argue  that  the 
children  of  Israel  kept  the  commandments 
of  the  Lord  throughout  the   ages  for  con- 
stantly were  they  being  chastised  and  finally 
the  Saviour  Himself  came  to  earth  to  be 
rejected  of  them,  and  He  it  was  who  said, 
after    He    and    His    disciples    had    walked 
through  the  cornfieds  on  the  Sabbath  day 
and   His  disciples  began   as   they   went  to 
pluck  the  ears  of  corn : 

"  And   the    Pharasees   said   unto   him, 
behold,  why  do  they  on  the  Sabbath  day 
that  which  is  not  lawful? 
And  then  we  read : 

"  And  He  (the  Saviour)  said  unto 
them,  The  Sabbath  was  made  for  man, 
and  not  man  for  the  Sabbath:  Therefore 
the  Son  of  man  is  Lord  also  of  the 
Sabbath." 

And  after  all  His  redeeming  work  for  all 
mankind  what  could  be  lovelier  than  to  keep 
in  mind  His  great  work  by  observing  the 


first  day  of  the  week  when  the  Saviour  rose 
from  His  death,  thus  opening  the  way  for 
all  mankind  to  be  resurrected?  And,  one 
day  when  the  Jews  begin  to  recognize  Christ 
as  their  Lord  and  Master,  they  too  will  be 
willing  to  observe  that  greater  day  as  the 
day  when  Christ  redeemed  all  mankind  from 
death. 

Now,  keep  in  mind  the  law  and  penalty 
imposed  by  the  Lord  (Numbers  15:32-36): 
And  while  the  children  of  Israel  were 
in  the  wilderness,  they  found  a  man  that 
gathered   sticks   upon   the    Sabbath   day. 
And  they  that  found  him  gathering  sticks 
brought  him  unto  Moses  and  Aaron,  and 
unto  all  the  congregation.       And  they  put 
him  in  ivard,  because  it  was  not  declared 
ivhat  should  be  done  to  him.       And  the 
Lord   said   unto    Moses,    The    man   shall 
surely  be  put  to  death  :  all  the  congrega- 
tion shall  stone  him  with  stones  without 
the    camp.        And    all    the    congregation 
brought    him    without    the    camp,    and 
stoned  him  with  stones,  and  he  died;  as 
the  Lord  commanded  Moses." 
Keep  in  mind  also  the  Saviour's  declara- 
tion, when  it  was  so  important  to  observe 
the  Sabbath  that  He  said,  to  one  who  came 
to  know  what  he  should  do  to  have  eternal 
life: 

"  Thou  shalt  do  no  murder,  Thou  shalt 
not    commit    adultery,    Thou    shalt    not 
steal,  Thou  shalt  not  bear  false  witness, 
Honour  thy  father  and  thy  mother:  and 
Thou   shalt   love    thy   neighbour   as   thy- 
self,"   and   He   gave    all   the    command- 
ments except  the  one  on  the  Sabbath. 
But  Colossians  2 :  13  would  put  any  mind 
at  rest:   "  Let  no  man  therefore  judge  you 
in  meat  or  in  drink,  or  in  respect  of  an  holy 
day,  or  of  the  new  moon  or  of  the  Sabbath 
days." 

Certainly  the  Lord's  disciples  began  early 
to  meet  on  the  first  day  for  in  St.  John 
20 :  18  we  read  : 

"  Mary  Magdalene  came  and  told  the 
disciples  that  she  had  seen  the  Lord,  and 
that  He  had  spoken  these  things  unto 
her.  Then  the  same  day  at  evening,  being 
the  first  day  of  the  week,  when  the  doors 
were  shut  where  the  disciples  were  assem- 
bled for  fear  of  the  Jews,  came  Jesus  and 
stood  in  the  midst,  and  saith  unto  them, 
Peace  be  unto  you."

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'CHOOSE  YOU  THIS  DAY—"

DID  you  ever  asked  yourself,  why  you 
are  a  Mormon,  and  if  you  were  asked 
this  question,  are  you  sufficiently  versed  to 
answer  it? 

Have  you  seriously  considered  the  funda- 
mental and  objects?  Have  you  ever  gone 
into  the  principles  and  try  to  prove,  from  the 
ancient  scriptures,  archaeology  and  science, 
these  fundamentals  and  principles  as  being 
absolutely  true?  And  how  everything  has 
shaped  during  the  last  100  years  in  accord- 
ance with  the  teaching  of  the  church, 
especially  in  relation  to  present-day  events. 

My  purpose  to-night  is  to  tell  you  why  1 
am  a  "  Mormon." 

My  knowledge  of  science,  and  of  the 
ancient  times  of  Asia,  extending  over  a 
period  of  40  years  and  after  meeting  the 
Elders  who  introduced  the  Book  of  Mor- 
mon to  me,  soon  brought  home  to  me,  that 
I   had   found   the   missing   link. 

For  my  text  I  will  take  the  well-known 
words:  "  Choose  you  this  day  whom  ye  will 
serve  "  and  how. 

It  has  become  almost  a  commonplace  to 
speak  of  the  present  clash  of  the  armed 
nations,  as  a  war  between  good  and  evil,  but 
it  may  not  be  generally  known,  perhaps 
understood,  that  this  war  is  only  a  phase ; 
and  a  critical  phase  of  a  far  greater  conflict 
which  has  been  raging  from  the  dawn  of 
time  between  right  and  wrong,  between 
light  and  darkness  and  between  life  and 
death,  between  Jesus,  the  Captain  of  our 
salvation  and  Satan,  the  arch-enemy  of  all 
mankind.  I  see  in  certain  observations  and 
laws  that  our  church  is  destined  to  settle 
this. 

Throughout  the  ages  God  has  been  in- 
viting men  and  women  to  listen  to  the 
truth  which  will  make  them  free. 

Satan,  on  the  other  hand,  has  been 
deceiving  men-  and  women  with  lies  and 
leading  them  into  the  soul-destroying  bond- 
age of  sin.  All  history  has  been,  and  still 
is,  a  reflex  of  this  spiritual  struggle  for  the 
souls  of  men. 


Behind  all  his  glittering  temptation  and 
precious  promises,  Satan  has  nothing  which 
he  can  offer  to  his  dupes  except  darkness 
and  degradation  and  death ;  whereas  God 
offers  through  this  church  the  almost  in- 
credible gift  of  abundant  life  in  this  world 
and  everlasting  life  in  the  world  to  come.  ' 
Science  proves  this  :  therefore  Mormonism 
need  fear  nothing  from  science. 

Between  these  two  masters  we  may 
choose  as  we  please.  We  are  all  free 
agents.  But  choose  we  must.  We  can- 
not serve  T)oth,  and  we  cannot  evade  the 
issue  by  refusing  to  serve  either.  If  we 
are  not  serving  God,  we  are  assisting  the 
Devil  and  all  the  fiends  of  hell  to  accom- 
plish our  destruction  both  in  this  life,  and 
the  life  beyond  the  grave.  Our  Lord  made 
it  clear  when  He  said :  ' '  No  man  can  serve 
two  masters. " 

I    was    confronted    with    the    question : 

How  and  in  what  manner  will  I  serve 
Him."  The  Mormon  Elders  gave  me  the 
key,  I  know  now  how  to  serve. 

Service  to  God,  however,  postulates 
service  to  all  the  members  of  the<  human 
race  and  this  is  our  job.  If  we  are  not 
gathering  the  souls  of  our  fejlows  into  the 
fold  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  we  are  actually 
guilty  of  driving  them  away  to  meet  death 
at  the  hands  of  the  Destroyer.  But  not  so 
with  the  Mormons — our  Missionary  System 
has  proved  different. 

I  saw  through  the  agency  of  the  Church 
of  Latter-day  Saints  that  I  had  to  choose 
without  delay,  how  I  would  serve  the 
Master.  I  had  to  surrender  many  things 
which  were  making  me  wralk  in  the  valley 
of  the  shadow  of  death,  but  I  found  that 
this  surrender  was  quite  easy. 

I  am  a  Mormon  because  I  find  that 
Mormonism  is  the  only  perfect  system  of 
religion  on  earth.  Mormonism  stands 
alone  as  a  perfect  reproduction  of  the 
church  established  by  Jesus  and  His 
apostles.  It  is  the  only  religion  that  can 
profess  to  have  been  established  by  direct 
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divine     authority.  All     the     dissenting 

churches  in  Christendom  may  be  traced  to 
mere  human  origin.  They  were  the  works 
of  men.  This  declaration  of  mine  may 
not  stir  some  until  they  have  heard  me 
further  and  only  those  who  have  made  a 
study  of  Mormonism  can  understand.  The 
knowledge,  without  it  being  applied,  is  of 
little  use.  I  have  the  knowledge,  1  under- 
stand, and  consequently  1  believe.  These 
are  facts  and  no  one  has  a  hope  of  refuting 
facts. 

You  will  find  that  most  sects  do  not 
believe  in  present-day  revelation ;  to  their 
minds  Deity  is  dumb,  and  God  had  ceased 
to  speak  to  mortals. 

Mormonism  claims  to  be  established  by 
direct  communication ;  to  hold  authority 
through  the  personal  ministrations  of  the 
presiding  apostles  of  the  early  Christian 
Church,  Peter,  James  and  John,  and  to  be 
continued   under  divine   direction. 

The  perfect  agreement  between  the  pre- 
diction of  Isaiah,  chapter  29,  and  of 
Joseph  Smith,  being  given  the  plates  that 
brought  forth  the  Book  of  Mormon,  proves' 
that  he  was  divinely  commissioned. 

Two  thousand  four  hundred  and  twenty  - 
four  years  before  Joseph  Smith  was  known, 
Isaiah  said  to  Israel:  "  Thou  shalt  be 
brought  down,  and  shaft  speak  out  of  the 
ground,  and  thy  speech  shalt  be  low  out  of 
the  dust  and  thy  voice  shall  be  as  of  one 
that  hath  a  familiar  spirit,  out  of  the 
ground,  and  thy  speech  shall  whisper  out 
of  the  dust."  (Isaiah  29:4.) 

The  question  may  sometimes  be  asked : 
"  Where  are  the  original  plates?  "  That 
same  question  can  be  applied  to  the  Bible, 
since  the  original  manuscripts  that  the 
prophets  and  apostles  themselves  wrote, 
together  with  the  tablets,  have  been  lost 
so  far  as  man  is  concerned.  Why  did  God 
allow  those  plates  and  scripts  to  be  lost? 
The  answer  is  simple  :  If  the  original  hand- 
writing of  Moses,  David  and  Paul  or  other 
Bible  writers  should  now  exist,  there  would 
no  doubt  be  many  who  would  worship  these 
and  thus  detract  from  the  worship  of  the 
invisible  God.  In  the  2nd  Book  of  Kings 
(18:4)  Hezekiah  was  commanded  to  destroy 
the  brazen  serpent  made  by  Moses  because 
it  was  worshipped.  This  is  the  answer  and 
God  alone  knows  where  the  plates  are. 


I  was  confronted  with  a  problem  and  I 
definitely  settled  two  important  questions 
on  this  score : 

Fistly,  whether  the  Book  of  Mormon  is 
actually  a  God-inspired  book  as  the  Mor- 
mons claim,  or  whether  it  was  of  human 
production. 

Secondly,  whether  the  passages  in  the 
book  are  genuine,  God-inspired  passages,  or 
whether  they  were  mere  interpolations  of 
man  of  an  attempted  Bible  addition. 

The  fact  that  Joseph  Smith  was  an  un- 
educated youth,  with  no  experience  of 
theology,  struck  me  so  forcibly  that  my 
scientific  knowledge  and  the  knowledge  of 
prophecy  and  of  the  great  Hebrew  prophet 
Isaiah  was  brought  into  operation.  I  at 
once  realized  that  a  supreme  power  was  the 
prime  mover  and  Joseph  Smith  the  instru- 
ment in  the  second  part,  that  he  was  given 
supernatural  power  whereby  he  was  trans- 
posed into  a  translator. 

The  fact  that  he  compiled  the  book  in 
the  miracle  of  time,  namely,  five  months, 
in  contrast  to  the  forty-seven  Bishops  who 
took  four  years  to  complete  the  James  I 
version  of  the  Bible  as  we  have  it  in  its 
present  form  and  that  with  all  the  material 
at  hand. 

Surely  any  one  possessed  of  some  intelli- 
gence can  perceive  the  perfect  harmony 
between  Isaiah  and  Joseph  Smith's  testi- 
mony . 

There  are  no  cross  entries  or  any  contra- 
dictions in  this  book ;  it  stands  to-day  as  in 
the  days  of  its  literal  translation  from  the 
plates,  and  has  never  been  mutilated. 

Let  me  now  switch  over  to  science  for 
more  evidence.  In  science  we  do  not 
recognize  knowledge  until  it  is  understood. 
Here  is  an  example : 

When  anything  is  designed  it  is  neces- 
sary, in  order  to  obtain  results,  for  the 
designer  to  know,  to  understand,  and  apply 
various  laws.  To  design  an  internal  com- 
bustion engine,  the  designer  must  know  and 
be  able  to  apply  laws  governing  combustion 
expansion,  and  so  on,  and  if  through  lack  of 
knowledge  and  understanding  any  law  is 
not  applied  which  should  have  been  applied, 
then  the  machine  will  not  give  the  results 
the  designers  hoped  for. 

There  are  certain  laws  revealed  to  the

-THE  FIRST  AND  GREAT   COMMANDMENT" 

A  LEARNED  lawyer  approached  the  Saviour  and  asked,  "  Master,  which  is  the  great 
commandment  in  the  law?  "  Jesus  replied,  "  Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with 
all  thy  heart,  nad  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  mind.  This  is  the  first  and  great  com- 
mandment. ' '     (Matt  22  :  36-38. ) 

"  With  all  thy  heart  "  suggests  the  whole-hearted  giving  of  oneself  to  the  loving  of  his 
Heavenly  Father  as  the  Father  of  his  spirit,  the  giver  of  his  life.  It  suggests  that  personal 
opinions,  ambitions,  and  desires  be  made  subservient  to  the  will  of  the  Father  and  this 
willingly  and  without  reservation.  In  no  particular  does  this  attitude  imply  the  surrender 
of  free  agency.  Quite  the  opposite — it  evidences  intelligence  in  the  exercise  of  this  gift  in 
choosing  to  follow  God's  infallible  rules  of  conduct  in  preference  to  man's  awkward  and  err- 
ing course. 

"  With  all  thy  soul  "  suggests  that  at  all  times  the  spirit  and  the  body  be  in  perfect 
accord  in  the  loving  of  God  and  the  keeping  of  his  commandments.  In  this  situation  the 
appetites  of  the  flesh  submit  to  the  intelligent  direction  of  the  spirit.  Here  the  state- 
ment, "  The  spirit  is  willing  but  the  flesh  is  weak,"  does  not  hold,  for  the  flesh  becomes 
the  obedient  pupil  of  the  spirit,  its  rightful  master.  It  is  only  when  the  efforts  of  the  spirit 
and  the  desires  of  the  body  are  not  properly  co-ordinated  that  the  powers  of  the  soul  are 
dissipated.  Harmony  between  the  spirit  and  the  body  in  the  loving  of  God  is  the  surest 
way  of  affecting  the  salvation  of  the  soul. 

"  With  all  thy  mind  "  suggests  that  this  great  incubator  of  thought  and  action  be  as  a 
well  springing  up  into  everlasting  righteousness.  We  are  the  sum  total  of  what  goes  on  in 
our  minds.  No  word  is  spoken,  no  action  is  taken,  without  the  suggestion  of  the  mind. 
Everything  Jesus  did,  or  the  prophets,  or  the  great  in  any  age,  was  the  outward  expression 
of  mental  activity.  This  feature-  of  the  "  first  and  great  commandment  "  stipulates  that 
every  product  of  the  mind,  whether  expressed  in  action  or  not,  be  in  complimentary  agree- 
ment with  the  divine  will  of  our  Heavenly  Father. 

Let  each  of  us  consecrate  his  heart,  his  soul,  and  his  mind,  dedicating  these  great  gifts, 
powers,  and  energies,  to  the  work  of  the  Lord  and  to  the  keeping  of  "  the  first  and  great 
commandment. "

Mormons  that  we  must  incorporate  in  our 
human  machine.  We  have  the  words  of 
Wisdom  which  are  laws,  we  have  the  law 
of  tithing  and  several  other  laws,  and  if 
we  disregard  these  wholly  or  in  part,  our 
human  machine  will  not  work  smoothly  or 
not  at  all. 

You  become  distorted,  you  bring  to  your- 
self discord,  your  good  friends  will  leave 
you.  The  bad  ones  will  stick  to  you.  You 
will  have  a  disturbed  mind,  mental  worry 
during  the  day,  and  at  night  you  cannot 
sleep.  When  you  wake  up  feeling  that  you 
have  not  been  to  bed  at  all,  another  day  of 
mental  worry,  yet  you  are  conscious  of  the 
fact  that  you  are  to  blAme,  you  have  broken 


the  laws,  but  you  do  not  try  to  improve ; 
finally  you  get  sick,  the  Devil  has  put  you 
to  bed — a  self  imposed  punishment. 

Do  you  need  a  doctor?  No,  you  don't, 
you  need  a  psychologist.  He  will  tell  you 
all  your  faults — but  will  you  correct  them'.' 

This  is  exactly  the  condition  when  Isaiah 
said  that  we  would  meet  with  opposition. 
Speaking  of  God's  people,  "  Ephraim,"  the 
Devil  chooses  a  Mormon  more  that  any 
one  else.  More  reason  why  we  should  in- 
voke the  Lord's  injunction  "  Watch  and 
pray,"  and  if  we  do  then  Joseph  Smith's 
prayer  is  correct.  He  says,  "  That  no 
weapon  made  against  us  will  prosper."  But 
only  if  you  keep  the  laws. 
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Remember  The  Sabbath  Day — From  page  G9. 

I  wonder  why  the  disciples  feared  the 
Jews  if  it  could  be  possible  that  in  holding 
their  metings  upon  the  first  day  of  the  week 
instead  of  the  seventh  day  they  feared  that 
they  might  cause  difficulties  to  arise. 

"  And  when  He  had  so  said,  He 
$hewed  unto  them  His  hands  and  His 
side.  Then  were  the  disciples  glad,  when 
they  saiv  the  Lord.  Then  Jesus  said  to 
them  again,  Peace  be  unto  you,  as  my 
Father  hath  sent  me,  even  so  send  I 
you." 

Thomas,  who  was  not  at  that  meeting  and 
who  could  not  believe  that  the  Saviour  had 
been  raised  from  the  dead  said  : 

"  Except  I  shall  see  in  His  hands  the 
print  of  the  nails,  and  put  my  finger  into 
the  print  of  the  nails,  and  thrust  my  hand 
into  His  side,  I  will  not  believe." 
And  now  note  the  26th  verse : 

"  And  after  eight  days  (which  would 
bring  them  again  to  the  first  day  of  the 
week)  again  His  disciples  were  within  and 
Thomas  with  them  :  then  came  Jesus,  the 
doors  being  shut,  and  stood  in  the  midst, 
and  said,  Peace  be  unto  you.  Then  saith 
He  to  Thomas,  Reach  hither  thy  finger, 
and  behold  my  hands;  and  reach  hither 
thy  hand,  and  thrust  it  into  my  side  :  and 
be  not  faithless,  but  believing." 
Elder  B.  H.  Koberts  says  in  his  pam- 
phlet,  "  The'Lord's  Day  ": 

"  Let  this  much  be  held  in  mind  from 
the  above,  Jesus  arose  from-  the  dead  on 
the  first  day  of  the  week  and  appeared 
to  His  disciples  ivhen  they  were  assem- 
bled together.  Then  after  eight  days, 
which  brings  us  again  to  the  first  day  of 
the  week,  His  disciples  were  again 
assembled  and  He  appeared  unto  them. 
We  have  no  account  of  His  appearing  in 
the  interim,  a  significant  fact  and  one 
which  makes  it  easy  to  believe  that  the 
second  meeting  on  the  first  day  of  the 
week  was  appointed  by  the  Lord  Him- 
self. And  since  all  that  He  did  on  this 
and  other  occasions  was  not  written,  it  is 
not  impossible  or  even  improbable  that 
He  then  sanctified  this  day  and  appointed 
it  as  a  holy  day  to  be  observed  as  sacred 
by  His  followers.  This  view  is  sustained 
by  the  continued  practice  of  the  apostles 
in  meeting  on  the  first  day  of  the  week  for 


it  is  a  significant  fact  that  the  day  of 
Pentecost,  on  which  day  the  apostles  re- 
ceived their  spiritual  endowment  by  the 
outpouring  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  that  year 
fell  on  the  first  day  of  the  week."  (Sec 
Smith  Dictionary  of  the  Bible,  Haskin's 
and  Abbott's  edition,  vol.  2,  article  "  The 
Lord's  Day,  p.  1677;  also  Gran  Hall's 
work,  vol.  5,  p.  51,  Oxford  Edition,  "Dis- 
course on  the  Sabbath  and  the  Lord's 
Day.") 

And   when   the   day   of   Pentecost   was 
fully  come,   they  were  all  with  one  accord 
in    one    place."        They    received   the    out- 
pouring   of    the    Holy    Ghost    and    publicly 
preached  the  gospel  and  administered  bap- 
tism.    This  assembling  together  on  the  first 
day  of  the  week  was  doubtless  in  continua- 
tion of  that  new  order  of  things  with  respect 
to  the  Sabbath  which  Jesus  had  ordained. 
And  many  years  after  Pentecost,  in  giving 
the  account  of  Paul's  journey  from  Phillipi 
to  Troas,  the  writer  of  the  Acts  of  the  Apos- 
tles says  that  the  journey  was  accomplished 
in  five  days  and  at  Troas  the  apostolic  party 
abode  seven  days  and  upon  the  first  day  of 
the  week  when  the  disciples  came  together 
to  break  bread   Paul   preached   unto  them 
ready  to  depart  upon  the  morrow  and  con- 
tinued his  speech  until  midnight.       Again 
Paul,   in  writing  instructions  to  the  saints 
at  Corinth  (1st  Corinthians  16:1-2),   says: 
"  Now  concerning  the  collection  for  the 
saints,    as    I    have    given    order    to    the 
churches  of  Galatia,  even  so  do  ye.     Upon 
the  first  day  of  the  week  let  every  one  of 
you  lay  by  him  in  store,  as  God  has  pros- 
pered him,   that  there   be  no  gatherings 
when  I  come." 
Elder  Roberts  continues: 

"  Within     the     lifetime     of     the     last 
apostles  too  this   Christian  Sabbath  had 
received   its   name,    the    Lord's   day,"  as 
recorded  in  Revelations  1:10  when  John 
makes    the    statement,    "  I    was    in    the 
Spirit  on  the  Lord's  day,  and  heard  be- 
hind me  a  great  voice,  as  of  a  trumpet." 
Apparently  then,  the  day  that  had  been 
called  the  Sabbath  day  in  commemoration 
of  the  release  from  bondage  of  the  Israelites 
now    becomes    the     Lord's     day,     a    very 
significant   title   undoubtedly   having  refer- 
ence to  the  resurrection  of  our  Lord  and 
Saviour,  Jesus  Christ. 
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To  Latter-day  Saints  additional  evidence 
is  given  with  respect  to  this  day  in  a  revela- 
tion given  in  August,  1831,  when  the  Lord 
said  to  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  : 

Thou  shalt  offer  a  sacrifice   unto  the 
Lord    in    righteousness,    even    that    of    a 
broken  heart  and  a  contrite  spirit  and  thai 
thou  may  est  more  fully  keep  thyself  un- 
spotted from  the   world  thou  shalt  go  to 
the  house  of  prayer  and  offer  up  thy  sacri- 
fice upon  my  holy  day,  for  verily  this  is  a 
day  appointed  unto  you  to  rest  from  your 
labours  and  to  pay  thy  devotions  unto  the 
most  high.       Nevertheless  thy  vow  shall 
be  offered  up  in  righteousness  on  all  days 
and.  at  all  times,   but  remember  that  on 
this  the  Lord's  day,  thou  shalt  offer  thine 
oblations    and    thy    sacrament    unto    the 
most  high,   confessing  thy  sins   unto  thy 
brethren  and  before  the   Lord.       And  on 
this  day  thou  shalt   do   none   other  thing 
only  let  thy  food  be  prepared  with  single- 
ness  of  heart   that   thy  fasting   may   be 
perfect,   or  in  other  words,   that  thy  joy 
may  be  full."     (D.  and  C.  59:8-13.) 
President  Brigham  Young  was  very  out- 
spoken  upon   this   matter  of  observing  the 
Sabbath,  day   and   when   the   pioneers  first 
came  into  this  valley,   on  the  first  Sunday 
afternoon  he  preached  a  sermon  on  keeping 
the  Sabbath  day  holy,  promising  the  saints 
they  would  be  blessed  as  they  observed  that 
day. 

As  I  have  travelled  through  the  Church 
attending  conferences  I  have  been  amazed 
throughout  the  states  of  Utah  and  Idaho  to 
see  the  farmers  busily  engaged  in  cutting 
hay  and  grain  and  hauling  these  crops  into 
stacks  on  Sunday.  I  thought  of  Brigham 
Young  and  his  reminder  to  the  pioneers  that 
if  we  expected  to  be  blessed  in  this  country 
we  would  have  to  observe  the  Sabbath  day 
and  keep  it  holy.       Later  on  he  said : 

"  Now  remember,  my  brethren,  those 
who  go  skating  buggy-riding  or  on  excur- 
sions on  the  Sabbath  day — and-  there  is  a 
great  deal  of  this  practice — are  weak  in 
the  faith.  Gradually,  little  by  little,  the 
spirit  of  their  religion  leaks  out  of  their 
hearts  and  their  affections.  By  and  by 
they  begin  to  see  faults  in  the  brethren, 
faults  in  the  doctrines  of  the  Church, 
faults  in  the  organization,  and  at  last  they 


leave    the    kingdom    of    God    and    go    to 
destruction." 

I  really  wish  all  would  remember  this  and 
tell   it   to   your   neighbours. 

President  Heber  J.   Grant  says: 

The  Lord's  day  is  a  holy  day — not 
a  holiday.  It  has  been  set  apart  as  a 
day  of  rest  and  worship  and  we  accept 
the  Lord's  day  as  the  first  day  of  the 
week,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions 
given  by  the  Prophet  Josejjh  Smith.  A 
sacred  Sabbath  begets  reverence  for  God. 
It  is  not  pleasing  in  His  sight  that  the  day 
be  given  over  to  pleasure-seeking  in  places 
of  amusement  or  elsewhere.  Sunday 
Schools  and  meetings  have  been  so 
arranged  that  they  meet  the  convenience 
of  the  people  and  leave  a  considerable 
portion  of  the  Sabbath  day  without 
Church  appointments.  We  earnestly 
appeal  to  the  people  to  keep  their 
appointments  faithfully  and  to  utilize 
that  portion  of  the  Sunday  not  appointed 
for  meetings  in  promoting  family  associa- 
tions in  the  home  with  the  purpose  of 
stimulating  and  establishing  greater  home 
fealty,  a  closer  companionship  among 
parents  and  children  and  more  intimate 
relations  among  all  kindred.  We  believe 
it  is  unnecessary  for  families  to  go  beyond 
their  homes  or  those  of  their  kindred  for 
the  relaxation  and  association  which  are 
proper  for  the  Sabbath  day.  And  we 
therefore  discourage  more  travelling  than 
is  necessary  for  this  purpose  and  attend- 
ance upon  appointed  meetings.  Let  all 
unnecessary  labour  be  suspended  and  let 
no  encouragement  be  given  by  members 
of  the  ChurcJt  at  places  of  amusement 
and  recreation  on  the  Sabbath  day.  If 
Sunday  is  spent  in  our  meetings  and  in 
our  homes,  great  blessings  will  come  to 
our  families  and  communities." 
And  so,  for  us,  the  day  to  observe  is  the 
Lord's  day,  in  accordance  with  modern 
revelation,  and  the  blessings  of  the  Lord 
will  be  made  apparent  to  all  those  who 
observe  and  keep  holy  this  day.

Synthetic  fabrics  will  make  our  clothes, 
which  will  be  so  inexpensive  that  we  can 
throw  them  away  after  one  or  two  wearings. 
Vitamin-fortified  foods ;  dehydrated  vege- 
tables ;  strange  new  cure-all  drugs  and  a 
thousand  other  modern  inventions  will  make 
our  lives  more  efficient. 

But  somehow  I  don't  believe  that  these 
things  will  interest  the  returned  fighting 
man  half  as  much  as  the  old  things  he  left 
behind.       I  think  he  would  rather  open  the 
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gate  and  see  old  Towser,  his  dog,  rush  down 
the  path  and  jump  on  him  with  muddy  paws 
as  he  takes  his  wife  and  his  mother  in  his 
arms. 

I  think  he  will  want  to  get  into  the  bat- 
tered old  Ford  and  drive  down  to  the  mill- 
pond  on  Saturday  afternoon  and  catch  him- 
self a  mess  of  blue  gills,  or  cast  a  plug  for 
a  wary  bronze-backed  bass. 

I'm  thinking  that  he  will  want  to  go  down 
to  the  village  drug  store  and  sit  on  the  same 
old  high  stool  and  eat  a  banana  split  with 
the  old  high  school  gang. 

I  don't  think  the  new  things  are  going  to 
appeal  to  him  half  so  much  as  getting  back 
to  his  hoeing,  as  Jim  would  have  wanted 
to  do,  or  getting  his  old  job  back  and  settling 
back  into  the  kind  of  a  life  he  used  to  live. 

Jim's  buddies  are  going  to  want  to  push 
this  war  far  behind  them  as  they  sit  once 
more  with  their  wives  and  plan  for  the 
future  which  was  interrupted  by  this  bloody 
mess.  They  are  going  to  talk  about  it  and 
think  about  it  as  little  as  possible. 

They  will  have  lost  one,  two  or  three  years 
out  of  their  lives  just  when  they  were  living 
it  at  its  best  and  enjoying  it  at  its  fullest. 

Our  eternal  debt  to  them  must  be  paid 
by  helping  them  to  get  back  to  where  they 
were  when  their  lives  were  torn  apart  by 
the  power  crazed  butchers  who  broke  up 
Jim's  world  for  him. 

Let's  keep  Jim's  home  land  as  nearly  as 
possible  the  same  home  land  which  they 
left,  and  about  which  they  have  been
